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THE PRESENT SITUATION.

Lecture by Willlam Lioyd Garrison ba
HBrooklyn,

The third lecture of the ¥eat-=nily conrse wis
seltvered lust evening ai toe Aondemy of Musle,
Brooklyn. Probubly owine 1o the unclean con-
ditlon of the streete and 1he woll known fasti-
diourness about thewr personal comfort ol
Brosklyn lectore-goers, the attendance was
qiite sparse, not more than 500 persons beiag
present when the lectore besan. At 8 o'clock
Mr. Garrison entered, nccompanied by Mr,
Awron M. Powell. Tue latter gentleman pd-
diessed the nadience vriefly,

He referred o an evvor made in the adver-
tising of 1he lecture, the subject of which it
was said was ' impeachwent.” Theproper title
ol thedecture he stated o be *“The Fmem
Bitnation.” The gentleman then retarrad to the
late notion of Congress with referemce to recon-
siraction, aud sald Lhat it was due to that body
not to close the present session [ailing to have
impeached the President, Aundrew Johnson.
Huving referred 10 the lite-long combat with
slovery ol the elequent eentleman who was
about 1o address them, Mr. Powell introduced
the lecturer, Mr. Willlam Lioyd Garrison,

Mr. Garrison spoke of his [nitling health, and
of hia mubility to do {u-nco to the subjec:
under copsideration. There were oralors, he
=aid, who brought the house down. Thig he
could not hope to do; but he might venture to
bope to bring the house up—elévate his=
audience o a clenr understanding of & branch
ol the grest subject that to-day sgitated the
great beart of the natiop. His consolation, he
sald, had lately been that his voice was not

needed 10 heighten the abhorrence of slavery. |

Now that the fetters of the slave were broken,
it was of no importance whether he spoke or re-
mained silent; nevertheless, where there was o
wrong to be righted he ecould not remain an
uninoved and insctive spectator; an effort must
be made by bim, however feeble, to abolish that
wrong. ¢ question of the hour relates to
recongtruction and cltizenship; to the restora-
tion of harmony throughout toe eutire repub-
lie. The lecturer then proceeded to expose the
state of fealing in the Sonth. antagonistic not
only to Congress, but to the people of the
North. Inthe North jtselt he said Lhers wis
nod serious difference of opinion among the loyal
runks a8 1o the claims of the negro to an equal
suffrage, nor wus there any seripus difliculty in
the way of his ootaining 1, as obtain it he
aasnredly wouvld.

He then described vividly the chaotie state of
things in the South, the cxercise of the old
dominion there; blacks helug sold iuto tempo-
rary slavery for ciime; schools broken up:
teachers compelled to fly twe country; school-
honses burned down; outrages of every kind
committed, in order to make the slave emanct-
pation & mockery, It was argued, he sald, by
superficial observers, that this state of things
wis an evidence of the unwholesome working
of the system; but this, he sald, would be
indeed shallow snd [alse ressoning. To con-
clude that the condition of aflaarsz in the South
wae such a one that the neero suffered more
persecution than when he was a slave, was
wrong., Why? Hecause we now learn of the
brutalities as they are consummated, There is
nothing of oppression that Is not now made
manifest in the light of freednm.

Wheress, In the midmeght gloom of slavery
there wus more cruel wrong perpetruted in a
sipgle day, of which the world without heard
no tidinge, thun was even now consummated in a
twelvemonth, Theo there was= the daily drag-
ging to the elave market of hundreds, thou-
sands, and no voice was raised, or but few, for
many years, Sinee the emancipation of the
sluves not & half-a-dozen ca-es bad been re
ported as having oceurred in all the South, and

b'ack he Javded as the climax 6f human marns-
nimily. And are a1l these, he dsked, vroofs
of the enmity of the North ageinst the South f
. In answer to the goestion, "'Woat s theexact
statos of the Southern Btotes of the Ameri-
cam Uvion " he said that no hlstorical prece.
dents could be found to help to arizhi conclo-
slon, nor could help ba found in the Constita-
tlon, The case was avomalous’ The Roman
maxim, *'The walfare of the people ia Lhe: su-
preme faw,” was never more applioable, He
ridiguled the impudent clarm ot the Bouth to
the Copstitutional right of having Senators and
Representatives in Congress, after having vol-
untarily and forcibly severad themuelvos ior
four long yeurs irom all connection with the
Unlon. Thoee who uphold this docirine were
1o be ranked with the snemies of the Unlon.
(Applause He then considered the theory
that the rebelllons States had reluphed into the
territorial condition, and showed 1t 1o be unte-
nable, They were Btates in ruins. Heoee they
had to be recongtructed; yes, réconstrncted
was Lhe very word, from the foundation to the
top stone, : )

EXECUTION.

Havging of Martin W. Bates,at Burlin-
gnme, Kansns, for the Murder of Abel
Palloy —Youthful Depravity—The Cul-
prit only Nineteen Years Old, Ete.
Cuicago, February 26.—Martin W. Bates was

hanged at Burlingame, Kansas, on the 20th

instant, for the murder of Abel Palley, The

execution took place in the Court House al that
place, ar noon of that day. The Sherilf ot the
county, his depulies, and the prisoners spi-
ritual advisers assembied at the Court Fouse.
The prisoner was summoned, and, cross in
hand, and leaning upou the ‘arm of his con-
fesgor, the Rev. Faiber Ferrier, bowed his
head, and spoke al considersble length to the
crowd. He opened by saying:—

Dear Fricods:—1 am about to appear in
judgment. It 1 have wronged or grievously
ujured any of you 1 hope you will forgive me,
us 1 feel that God, for QOlhrist's sake, has for-
given me. He then addresged Hinfself 1o the
young, eshorting them o obey their parents,
tracing s own sorrow and impending punish-
ment Lo disobedicoee of his father, and wound
up by saving:—I hope’ to meet you all in s
better lund—in Heaven, Adiewn.

The prisoner betrayed no emotion on behold-
ing the gallows, but at the request ot Father
Ferrier knelt near the lfoot of the scaffold
stairs, facing the halter. The last consolations
of religion were then offered to the doomed
man. The Rev. J. B, Orwig (Protestant) read
8 few passages from the Scriptures, offered up
a prayer, and was going on further, when the
Rey. Father interrupted him by asking Bates if
1t was his wish still to die 1o the Catholic faith,
Bates' answer was '*Yes." kissing the orucitix,
The priest then put Hie arms arompd the pri-
soner's neck, and with great warmth kissed
hiw vpon both cheeks, ‘ ‘

The prisoner did not falter in ascending the
stairs to the seaffold, but when upon it he again
fell upon his kuees by one of the chairs, re-
maining apout # minute, On taking his seat the
priest bide him sdlen. The Bheriif then ad-
justed the rope :bout his neck, and bade him
good-by, Bates#hanked him for his kindness,
and sawd be hoped to meet them in Paradise,
where he should #oon be, He then rose 1o his

| feet, the Bherift stepped. bick, and Bates safd,

‘Jerus, let mehe with Thee in Parndise. Desr
friends. good-by.” Here the SBherlif touched
the spring, nnd the wretched man was no more,
dying easy and without any struggles.

Bates was born in Grant eounty, Towa, in 1847,
and mnurquenﬂ% wae only nineteen vears of
age. He came to Kansas in 1860, In 18061, when
only thirteen years of age, he went back to
TIows, enlisted in the Twenty-first Missouri In-
fantry, and served four years in the army. He
married & girl at Emporia, Kansas, who, during
his wnearceration, bore him twins. He has com-
mifted many crimes in his briet career, and the
one for which he was hanged was perpetrated
tor robbery.

A DARING FEAT,

A PATR OF HARDOUFFED WBUROLARY RSCATR
THROUGH THE WINDOW OF A OAR'S BALOON
WHILE THE TRAIN I8 RUNNING AT THE RATE
OF THIRTY MILES AN HOUR—THE VILLAINS RB-
CAFTURED,

Two men were artested at Tidionte, Warren
conmty, on Thursday lust, on a chargeu! having
robbed the Breevort Petrolenm Uompany's
oftice, near Rouseville, on Cherry rat, on th2
previous night. where theystole one hundred
una eighty dollass, nnd almost killed the olerk,
Mr, Foley, who slept in the office,

for Oil City, On the way, wien near Tionesta,
they made an excase of going Into the closel
atinched to \he car, snd & moment or two alter
wards one of the passengers, who was looking
out of the window, saw.them rolling down the
bauk together, They bad crawled througn the
window of the closet and threw themsplves
down the embankment, although the train was
rupning st the rate of thirty miles an hour at
the time,

The passenger who witnessed their uncere
monious exiy immediately noutded the officers,
who pulled the bell rope, stopped the train,
and started inopursmt of their primoners, fol-
lowed by about twenty passengers, 1o ashort
tine they same n sight ot the fugitives, and
sovernl shols were fired at them, none of which
took #ffect; nerther had ibey the effiect of stop-
ping those they wore aumed #t, Afrter a chase of
dbout & mile vhe prisoners were overtaken, nod
yet would not wtop until one of them recéived
i blow on the head from the butt of one of the
offights’ pistole, They were defiant, and took
metiers very coolly, mavine fall details of their
maode of escape; stating that ove of them (the
one whoe was étruck by the officer) had backed
out of & small aaldon window, and then, with
the arm that was manacled to 'hl- companion,
had succeedeéd in pulling that companion
through the window, hesd tirsr, and both had
“gone it blind" down the embaunkment. The
inow being drilted, their fall was so broken as
to do them wno damage. I was, however, a
daring attempt on the part of two men hind-
cuffed together, with the train running at the
rate of thirty miles au hour. The men were
taken to Rouseville, and on being arvaiened
betore Justice !icv:-rldre. auserted thal their
names were respectively Edward Stewart and
William Hays, r. Foley fully identified the
burglars, and they werg bolh commifted,—

The Fort Kearney Massncre—Report of
General Wessell,

ueneral Wessell suncceeded Carrington iu
command, and repores, under date of January
21, that on the 21st gay ot December last the
ngunl wogon traln, with an armed escort, leit
the post at 8 A, M., lo procure timber for the
saw-mill. In ubout an hour after their depar-
ture firimg was heard in the direction they had
taken, TLe alarm was given that the train
was atiacked by the enemy. Captain and
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel W, F. Fetterman,
18th lnfantry, with a detnchment of forty-nine
infariry soldicrs, was directed to proceed at
once to the pesistance ot the train, and to con-
duct 1t in safety to the post, but not to pursue
the enemy.

Lieutepant Grommond, 18th Infantry, was
ordered to report to Peterman with twenty-
seven men of the 2d Cavalry, and to rﬂwmre
to him the orders previcusly given. The de-
techment immediately leit the post, and joined
the iniautry. The whole force now conslsted of
three commissioned officers, seventy-six enlisted
men, and two ‘citizens, Messrs, Wheatly and
Fisher, TInpstead of proceeding towards the
wagon train, the detachment diverged con-
siderably to the right, and stiuck a road lead-
ing to the Big Horn river, This was followed
about five miles, when the command wus
attacked in great force by the Indiauns,

Eight men were found dead at this point, Re.
treating about a mile further in the direction of
the garrison, six more men were killed. A short
distapce from bere, and further retreat was
arrested. The devoted bund was surrounded on
all mdes, and “every man perished where
stood.” Shurp £ring was beard from the vicinity

of the fort, continuing about three-quarters of |

an hour, Reinforcements were sent out under
Captain Ten Eyck, of the 18th Infaitry, but
arrived too late to give ail to the fated detach-
ment, They reached the scene of the terrible
massacre only in time to see the Indians,
variously estimated to number from 1500 to
2000 mounted warriors, leaving the feld in full

THE MURDER AT NEWWARKET, N. J.
——

Additienal Particulars—The Wire of &
Physivian Killed in Her Own House—
The Bervant Girl Arrested on Susplolon.
A murder of & most slrooious charpcter oo

cnrrea a1 Newmarket, Miwodiesex county, N.J.,

at midnight on Monosy, ibe vietim being Mre,

Leater Wallace Corell, wile of Dr, Corell, a prac-

thang physicion residing st Newmarket.

The accounts of the circumstanoss artending
the wurder are not very clesr, but it seems Lha
early on Monday evening two strangers called
at the Doctpr's residence, and ingnired for nim,
Mrs. Corell went to the door 1o eee them, and
informed them that her husband was ont, The
men then leit without sating their business,
Dr, Corell refurned soon atterwards, but about
10 o'clock Me was called up to attend a patient
hving at rome distanoe, and he went, leaving
no one bt his wile, an infant child, and & ser-
vant girl 1o the house,

According 1o the gir’s statement, some time
ufter the Doctor left she beard a nolse in Mrs.
Corell’s 1o0m, and wae procceding thither to
ascertatn the canse, when she was startled by a
discharge of firearme, Alarmed by this, she
rin back to her own room, and snatchiug uwp
the ehild, who glépt with 'her. she desconded
the stairs, ran out the back way, and crossed
the intervening space hetween her master's
honee nnd that ot Mr. Litle, their nearest
neighbor, As she escaped from her own room
wilh the child she saw two men Iunvlnr{ Mra,
Qorell's room, one of whom shie thinis had
Inrge black whiskers, bus in the dim light, and
inh the state of agitation she was then in, she
was npable to identity him lurther,

On reaching Mr, Little's residence she alarmed
the family and retold what had occurred, Mr.
Little und some of the members of hig family
returned with the girl, snd proceeded to'Mre,
Corell's room, which they found to be on fire,
wud filled with a smoke so dense that nothing
ocould be seen through it. Mr. Little called on
Mrs, Corell to suswer him I’ she were present;
but receivlnﬁ no answer, he groped about the
room on his hands and knees until he came in
contact with Mrs, Corell’s body, She was lying
| desd on the floor in her night dress, covered
, with blood, which had flowed from wounds in
her neck aud breast,

The bed from which she had arisen was found
to be on fire, Nothing in the house was dis-
turbed or carried away, 8o lar as conld be uscer-
l tnined,

Dr. Corell returned soon after the discovery
of the murder had been made, and was com-
pletely prostrated by the terrible and mystert-
ous calamity which had befallen him. He s

| unaole to imagine any motive tor the deed, as
robbery was apparently not the (ﬂwct of the

| murderers. Un the otner hand, 1t is thought
that they intended in the first place to rob the
house, but becoming slarmed by the fire, they
left without completine their purpose,

The little towun in which the murder occurred
was thrown into an unwonted state of cxoite-
mwent by the event, Search was mide lor the
| murderers in every direction, but as no deserip-
tion of them could be obtalned except that
given by the girl, the probability of arresting
them I8 very remote.

FURTHER PARTICULARS,

Eonductor Doughty, of the Ceutral Railroad,
who passed throuech Newmarket yesterday af-
ternoon, reports the l‘ollowingl particulars con-
nected with the murder of Mre, Corell, which
ure coplirmed by other parties:—An investiza-
tion was commenced yesterday afternoon, when
a physician from Plainfield made a post-morfem
examipation of the body. He found ten stabs
on the body, head, and neck. The wound that
| caused death was in the neck, which severed
the jugular vein,
[)rints ol fonr upper teeth, and from the fact
hat no robbery d been committed, or any
apparent attept at one, the Doctor at once
' enspected the servant girl. He accordingly
made an examination of her mouth, and found
